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ANOTHER PROMISE 
Friends and supporters of the New Deal de­ 
tect a cheering note in the address deliv ered re­ 
cently at Pittsburgh by the President to the 
effect that if business keeps on improv ing for 
the next two years it may be possible to balance 
the budget from the rising tide of prosperity. In 
the words of Andy of the firm of Amos and Andy, 
“sounds good.” 
* 
Unfortunately, howev er, it has nev er been pos­ 
sible to balance a budget by the simple restora­ 
tion of prosperity. Prosperity itself does not bal­ 
ance budgets. It can only be done by increasing 
taxes or by reducing expenditures. In the Pres­ 
ident’s statement there is no promise of reduc­ 
ing expenditures. Although we hav e been fre­ 
quently told that we hav e turned the corner and 
are now within speaking distance of prosperity 
our national expenditures do not fall. They con­ 
tinue to increase and in the next fiscal year it is 
estimated that a billion more will be spent than 
in the last fiscal year. 
It used to be sajd that “a penny sav ed is a 
penny earned.” But the old horse and buggy 
ideas seem to hav e gone out of date along with 
economy and the gold standard. 
Now the least painful way of balancing the 
budget would be to reduce national expendi­ 
tures to the point where not so much money 
would be needed and the income would equal 
the outgo. If this were done then lighter taxes 
might be in the offing. But the President in his 
address hints of nothing like this. He tells us 
that if the rising tide of prosperity continues it 
may be possible in a couple of years to balance 
the budget. 
What the President ev idently means is that 
more business will mean more taxes and that he 
hopes, therefore, that the budget can be bal­ 
anced, not by reducing expenditures mind you, 
but by sweating more taxes out of the earners of 
the country. Ev idently he means that more busi­ 
ness means more taxes and that if he can in­ 
crease taxes enough then it will be possible to 
balance a swollen budget. 
It may be said that a balanced budget is so 
necessary that it will be desirable ev en through 
the increase of taxes. Unfortunately, howev er, 
there is no great probability that the budget will 
be balanced ev en by this method in two years, 
if we are to judge present promises by those of 
the past. 
In 1932 the Democratic conv ention at Chicago 
which nominated Mr. Roosev elt adv ocated in its 
platform among other things: 
“Maintenance of the national credit by a fed­ 
eral budget annually balanced on the basis of 
accurate executiv e estimates within rev enues, 


raised by a system of taxation lev ied on the prin­ 
ciple of ability to pay.” 
Mr. Roosev elt made a solemn promise to stand 
on the Democratic platform of 1932 and so far 
as possible to put it into effect. But the pledge 
for a balanced budget has been forgotten along 
with those promises of economy, the abolition of 
bureaucracy and maintenance of sound money. 
The “accurate executiv e estimates” of the 
budget which the 1932 platform promised hav e 
not turned out to be of the budget balancing 
kind. It is to be wondered whether the esti­ 
mate and promise of a balanced budget made 
now for the year 1938 will prov e any more tan­ 
gible than the pledges and promises of 1932. 


RAIDS ON NATURE 
The natural beauty of the countryside and the 
parks brought about by the ripening effect of 
time, and the change of seasons with the result­ 
ant frost which has transformed leav es and 
shrubs into a myriad of rich colors, hav e lured 
thousands of city people to long rides and more 
intimate associations with nature. For the most 
part, these excursions spring from a wholly 
laudable motiv e and are carried out with due 
propriety and restraint. Easy transportation and 
good roads add to the pleasure of such outings. 
Howev er, there are some who feel th at they 
must complete their trips by coming back laden 
with souv enirs. Enough of these people sally 
forth ev ery pleasant fall day to create a consid­ 
erable problem for park officials and farmers. 
Obliv ious to personal property rights, which or­ 
dinarily they respect, they strip the roadsides 
and woods of sumac, bittersweet and the bright 
foliage of trees. They may go so far as to dig 
bushes for transplanting at home. Not only do 
they take something which does not belong to 
them, but leav e the scars to testify to their v an­ 
dalism and to the less desirable traits in human 
nature. 
By persisting in campaigns of education, and 
appeal to the spirit of fair play that dominates 
the community relations of nearly all people, 
leaders in conserv ation and beautification mov e­ 
ments hav e brought about a considerable re­ 
form. They hav e also had the support of farm ­ 
ers long since grown impatient of the habits of 
inexperienced hunters. 
If you go sightseeing in a tryst with nature, 
remember that there are others who will come 
after you who want to enjoy the same beauty 
that you are experiencing as you trav el along. 
Don’t mar it by defacing that beauty by a desire 
to bring it home with you. Leav e it intact for 
all to enjoy. It won’t amount to much after 
you bring it home for you must hav e it all to hav e 
anything at all.
